“I want to assure 
you that Canada is 
listening as to the 
importance of fami¬ 
ly planning, the im¬ 
pact family plan¬ 
ning can have in 
improving the 
health of mothers 
and children,” she 
said at a brief news 
conference in Hali¬ 
fax, with her U.S. col¬ 
league at her side. 

“We do not disagree on 
the definition of family 
planning that the interna¬ 
tional community uses.” 

Rajiv Shah, the adminis¬ 
trator of the U.S. Agency 
for International Develop¬ 
ment, also claimed the 
two countries are not at 
loggerheads over their dif¬ 
fering approaches to ma¬ 
ternal health.

• Canada's stance on abor¬ 
tion provoked a sharp re¬ 
buke from the opposition 
parties in Ottawa and from 
international aid agencies, 
who said it is irresponsible 
to deny the service to 
women in impoverished 
countries. 


The Obama administra¬ 
tion has said it supports a 
woman’s right to safe 
abortions in developing 
countries. U.S. Sec¬

Canada clarified

City council 
backs gardens 

HRM staff taking steps to 
promote community plots

Halifax regional council 
unanimously agreed last 
night that community gar¬ 
dens are a good thing. 

Community Relations 
and Cultural Affairs 
spokesman Lee Moore pre¬ 
sented a report to council 
concerning steps taken by 
staff in order to promote 
community gardening in 
HRM. The report was ini¬ 
tially delivered to council 
in October 2009, but Con- 
naught-Quinpool Coun. 
Jennifer Watts added it to 
last night’s agenda as gar¬ 
dening season approaches. 

“(The report) was sort of 
buried in the back of a 
long council session (in Oc¬ 
tober),” said Watts. “It 
seemed like a good oppor¬ 
tunity, just as we’re getting 
back into gardening sea¬ 
son ... to give that a bit of a 
profile, have staff offer an 
opportunity to present 
that to council and to have 
some discussion about it.” 

Watts said city staff have 
been working to establish 
a clear and uniform system 
to handle requests for new 
community gardens, and 
to use more HRM land for 
that purpose. 

“There’s a greater co-or¬ 
dination that has hap¬ 
pened over the last three 
or four months of many 
different departments 
looking at how to support 
(community gardens),” 


said Watts. 

“I think 
it’s a more 
transparent 
process, and 
more acces¬ 
sible.” 

A commu¬ 
nity garden 
is defined in 
the report as any public 
land where a non-profit so¬ 
ciety operates a small-scale 
garden of fruit, vegetables, 
flowers or herbs. The re¬ 
port states operational pro¬ 
cedures must strive to in¬ 
crease opportunities to 
beautify neighbourhoods, 
provide access to commu¬ 
nity gardens for interested 
citizens and encourage sus¬ 
tainability. 

Watts said some existing 
members of community 
gardens may be turned off 
by the stricter structure, 
but is confident the city’s 
initiatives will be good for 
community gardens. 

“I think that staff are 
quite committed to seeing 
this happen and are will¬ 
ing to work with groups to 
help them work through 
this process,” said Watts.

Opposition parties are up 
in arms after three contro¬ 
versial union members 
were appointed to a 
premier's advisory board.

Bill limiting

As he did last fall, Liber¬ 
al Leader Stephen McNeil 
introduced a bill that 
would limit private 
individuals or groups from 
advertising during an elec¬ 
tion campaign.

Those funds would 
be put towards total allow¬ 
able party expenses. 

The bill has no chance 
of being passed unless 
Darrell Dexter has a 
change of heart.

Youth dangerously 
inactive, says report 


Canada has created a 
nation of baby couch pota¬ 
toes, where more than 
half of preschoolers are 
dangerously inactive, 
according to an annual re¬ 
port card on physical activ¬ 
ity. 

Children between ages 1 
and 5 need at least two 
hours of exercise each day, 
whether it’s exploring the 
playground, playing games 
or walking to the grocery 
store, says the 2010 report 
card from Active Healthy 
Kids Canada, released yes¬ 
terday. But less than half 
are getting the daily move¬ 
ment they need for 
healthy growth and devel¬ 
opment, putting them at 
risk for obesity and other 
health problems and on a 
slow-motion trajectory be¬ 
fore they’ve finished 
kindergarten. 


Couch potatoes

kids started watching televi¬ 
sion was 4; today it's 5 
months, even though 
groups like the American

“Active play may be fun, 
but it’s not frivolous,” says 
Mark Tremblay, chief sci¬ 
entific officer of the re¬ 
search and advocacy or¬ 
ganization.

When they are plunked 
in front of the TV or 
strapped into strollers for 
the sake of convenience, 


“there are measurable cog¬ 
nitive, social, emotional 
and physical conse¬ 
quences,” he added. “We’re 
messing with Mother Na¬ 
ture.” 

Many parents assume 
that because toddlers and 
preschoolers appear to be 
in perpetual motion, 
they’re getting enough ex¬ 
ercise. 

But while chasing, jump¬ 
ing and climbing used to 
be a way of life for young 
children, research shows 
that modern lifestyles are 
conditioning them out of 
their instinct to move 
around. National data 
shows 15 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian kids ages 2 to 5 are 
overweight and 6.3 per 
cent are obese, making 
them more likely to be¬ 
come overweight.

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Wild West tops in 
knife crime: StatsCan 


The western provinces led 
the country in 2008 for 
robberies and crimes 
involving knives, Statistics 
Canada reported 
yesterday. 

It’s the latest study 
showing higher rates for a 
variety of crimes occur 
west of the Ontario-Mani- 
toba boundary. 

“The highest rates of po¬ 
lice-reported robbeiy are 
in Western Canada, partic¬ 
ularly Manitoba, similar to 
the trend for violent crime 
in general,” the report 
says. 

The Statistics Canada re¬ 
port says most robberies 
did not involve any 
weapons, but more than 
eight per cent in Manitoba 
involved knives. Alberta 


Stats 

• Manitoba recorded 158 
robberies per 100,000 peo¬ 
ple in 2008 — well ahead of 
second-place Saskatchewan 
at 128, British Columbia at 
123 and Alberta at 105. All 
other provinces were below 
100. Manitoba robbers 
were also more often 
armed with knives. 

and Saskatchewan placed 
second and third respec¬ 
tively with just over seven 
per cent. 

The robbeiy rate has 
been stable since 2002, 
with some 32,000 in 2008, 
the agency said. 

However, the type of rob¬ 
bery has changed. Inci¬ 


dents at public transit facil¬ 
ities have doubled since 
1999, while commercial 
robberies — at banks, gas 
stations and corner stores 
— have plummeted. 

“The decrease in the 
number of commercial 
robberies may be partly re¬ 
lated to the increased use 
and sophistication of loss 
prevention and detection 
devices by business own¬ 
ers,” the statistics agency 
said. 

“A 2008 survey of Cana¬ 
dian retailers found that 
the use of closed-circuit 
monitoring systems, silent 
alarms as well as armoured 
car pickups and drop-offs 
increased from the year be¬ 
fore.”

comes a GPTW “culture au¬ 
dit” of the company’s HR 
policies on things like ma¬ 
ternity leave and same-sex 
partner rights. 

Bruce MacLellan is presi¬ 


dent of Environics, which 
came in first this year. The 
public relations firm is 
known for taking staff to 
Coldplay concerts and the 
“mandatory” vacations it 


pays for when staff reach 
milestone years. 

He says getting poster 
slogans off the walls and 
into real life takes work. 
He likens it to building a 


hockey team over several 
years. 

“Leaders have to lead to 
set directions, values and 
1 priorities, but then every- 
S one on the team has to con¬ 
tribute,” he says. When 
MacLellan leaves early for 
family reasons, he lets his 
staff know, thereby setting 
the tone for a healthy work- 
life balance. Environics had 
a mini baby boom last year, 
creating overlapping mater¬ 
nity leaves that were hard 
to handle. It responded by 
improving its flex hours 
and guaranteeing staff a 
daycare spot. 

“If we see people here 
past 6 o’clock for more than 
a couple of nights in a row, 
we see that as a problem,” 
MacLellan says.

Sometimes big just isn’t 
big enough. Following the 
redesign of its F-150 pick¬ 
up truck, Ford now unveils 
the all-new 2011 Super Du¬ 
ty, with new diesel and 
gasoline engines that de¬ 
liver double-digit mileage 
improvement. 

The Super Duty comes as 
the F-250 and F-350 pickup; 
in pickup or chassis cab as 
the F-450; and as the chas- 
sis-cab-only F-550. 

The new 6.2-litre gasoline 
engine produces 385 horse¬ 
power and 405 lb-ft of 
torque, versus the 300/365 
of the outgoing 5.4-litre V8. 
The big news is the 6.7-litre 
Power Stroke turbodiesel, 
at 390 horses and a house¬ 
pulling 735 lb-ft of twist.

That’s 85 lb-ft more than 
the previous 6.4-litre diesel, 
although General Motors 
has recently announced 
that its upcoming all-new 
diesel will make a segment¬ 
topping 765 lb-ft of torque. 

The new Power Stroke is 
also Ford’s first North 
American diesel designed 
and built in-house, follow¬ 
ing an acrimonious divorce 


from previous engine sup¬ 
plier International. 

Trucks this big are ex¬ 
empt from government fuel 
ratings, but Ford claims an 
improvement of 18 per cent 
better on diesel, and 15 per 
cent improvement on gaso¬ 
line versus the old engines. 

Using the vehicle’s trip 
computer, and carrying 
four people and a 1,000-lb 
load, my diesel F-350 single¬ 
rear-wheel test truck regis¬ 
tered the equivalent of 8.1 
L/100 Ion (35 mpg) in most¬ 
ly highway driving. 

The fuel savings should 
help offset the diesel’s hefty 
premium of $9,950. 
Equipped with gasoline en¬ 
gines, and available in Regu¬ 
lar, SuperCab and Super- 
Crew, the Super Duty’s 
starting prices range from 
$35,499 for a base Regular 
cab, to a high of $59,599, 


which gets you the F-450 
dual-wheel SuperCrew. 

The diesel is so quiet that 
it sounds like a gasoline en¬ 
gine, and the truck rides 
with big-car smoothness, 
even when there’s no load 
in the bed. 

Towing enhancements in¬ 
clude trailer sway control, 


integrated brake controller, 
a diesel engine brake, and 
hill start assist. Convention¬ 
al towing maxes at 7,257 kg 
(16,000 lbs), while fifth- 
wheel goes up to 11,067 kg 
(24,400 lbs); a factoiy-in- 
stalled optional fifth 
wheel/gooseneclc package 
adds an additional cross¬ 


member, laser-cut holes for 
the hitch, and a harness 
plug inside the bed. 

The heavy-duty segment 
is small but vital, and buy¬ 
ers are looking for ability 
and economy. 

With this new truck, Ford 
is coming to the job site 
with both. 


New designs on China

auto show Nissan’s Teana 
sedan has a full-size back 
seat, conservative looks and 
a reasonable price — just 
the thing for a Chinese en¬ 
trepreneur with a family. 

That Chinese buyer is 
why the car exists. Nissan 
says the Teana, though also 
sold in Japan and other 
countries, was created with 
China in mind — one of a 
growing number of models 
designed by global au¬ 
tomakers for the world’s 
biggest car market. 

“The Teana is a Chinese 
product,” said Nissan Motor 
Co.’s CEO, Carlos Ghosn, at 
the Beijing auto show. 
“Without any doubt, the 
Chinese consumer now is 
becoming a big target for a 
lot of products that we are 
developing.” 

China’s car buyers have 
become an important force 
in the design decisions of 
automakers from Nissan to 
General Motors Co. to Volk¬ 
swagen AG. Their influence 
is starting to be seen in ve¬ 
hicles sold worldwide. 

The reason is obvious; 
China’s auto market surged 
past the United States last 
year to become No. 1 at a 
time when sales elsewhere 
are so weak that major 
brands make most of their 
global profit in China. 

“From volume cars to lux¬ 
ury cars, we can see that all 
carmakers are trying to de-

sign cars to fit Chinese 
tastes,” said John Zeng, an 
analyst for IHS Global In¬ 
sight. 

China’s growing influ¬ 
ence echoes defining peri¬ 
ods of expansion in the in¬ 
dustry’s history — from Eu¬ 
rope to Detroit a century 
ago and the rise of Japan 
since the 1970s. 


GM was a pioneer in de¬ 
signing for the Chinese 
market. Its Cadillac unit 
created its 2008 CTS for 
China, giving it a bigger 
back seat for Chinese buy¬ 
ers who sit in back while 
their chauffeur drives. That 
model was sold worldwide, 
so Cadillac customers 
everywhere got the added 
legroom. 

Other producers are fol¬ 
lowing. Daimler AG’s Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz debuted an ex¬ 
tended E-class sedan for 
China at the Beijing auto 
show. Ford Motor Co.’s Vol¬ 
vo Cars and Volkswagen 
AG’s Audi have created Chi¬ 
nese models with bigger 
back seats.

The station wagon rises again

C oolness can 
swing in another 
direction in a 
moment’s no¬ 
tice. One day 
you’re swaggering around 
in acid-wash jeans and big 
hair, happily playing air 
guitar to Slayer, then sud¬ 
denly, a couple of decades 
later, people start avoiding 
you at parties. 

But true coolness cannot 
be denied. Don’t know if 
you noticed, but acid jeans 
have made a mild come¬ 
back, and so has the sta¬ 
tion wagon. 

For a lot of years, the sta¬ 
tion wagon was the only 
vehicle option for larger 
families. Then came the 
minivan, the SUV, and the 
crossover, and various ex¬ 
periments and presto! The 


station wagon becomes so 
last century, which is 
when it was actually in¬ 
vented. 

The term dates from the 
era of rail travel. The vehi¬ 
cles hired to pick up and 
drop off people needed ex¬ 
tra room at the back for 
luggage. Individual opera¬ 
tors modified their sedans 
accordingly, and later, so 
did the automakers. This 
type of vehicle became the 
“wagon” that toiled 
around the “station.” 

Fuelling the station wag¬ 
on’s current swing back to 
coolness is the arrival of 
some really slick high-end 
models — like Audi A6 
Avant and Cadillac CTS 
Wagon. Sporty, high-end 
station wagons have al¬ 
ways had a small, dedicat¬ 
ed following, but recently 
they’re also welcoming 
buyers defecting from 
overly ostentatious SUVs 
and crossovers. 

Paul Dineen, CTS mar¬ 
keting manager for Cana¬ 
da, told us the Sport Wag¬ 
on gives Cadillac “a fresh 
product message” and 
“laid the groundwork for 


future CTS models.” Those 
future models would be 
the CTS Coupe, and a high¬ 
er-octane version of wag¬ 
on, the latter just debuting 
at the recent New York au¬ 
to show. Like the CTS-V 
sedan, the CTS-V wagon 
will pack a 6.2-litre super¬ 
charged V8, good for 556 
horsepower, and can be or¬ 
dered with a 6-speed man¬ 
ual transmission. Now 
that’s a wagon! 

Dineen anticipates wag¬ 
ons to be eight to 10 per 


cent of the mid luxury seg¬ 
ment. 

My friend Bob recently 
picked up a 2003 BMW 
325i Touring. Like other 
devotees of sporty wagons, 
he points to the lower cen¬ 
tre of gravity and inherent 
sportiness these vehicles 
offer over taller, heavier al¬ 
ternatives. 

He puts it this way: “You 
can have fun driving it to 
Home Depot, and still 
come back with a load of 
building supplies.” 


There’s also some new 
and cool wagon action at 
the lower end of the mar¬ 
ket, though when it comes 
to these shorter cars, the 
definition gets murky, 
whether they are a tradi¬ 
tional station wagon or a 
“squared off” five-door 
hatch. At any rate, my cur¬ 
rent faves in the compact 
segment are Mini Club¬ 
man, Volkswagen Golf 
Wagon, and Hyundai 
Elantra Touring. 

The Elantra Touring was

He noted also that 
many customers “come 
into our dealerships to 
look at the Elantra sedan, 
and leave with the 
Elantra Touring.”
